The 
second section consisted of an excur- 
sion train running from DCS Moines 
to Minneapolis and was three hours 
behind time. 


The fast freight, south-bound, re- 


ceived an order at Dodge Center read- 
Ing that the second section of the pas- 
senger train was three hours late, and 
the crew evidently misread tho order 
and attempted to make Vlasaty siding, 
between Dodgo Center and Hastings, 
Minn., thinking it was tho limited that 
was late.

Rumors of Further Trouble 


Are Heard, and the 


Streets Are Care. 


fully Patrolled. 


(Special Bjr Scrlppa-McUae) 


.Danville, III.. July 27.—With the city 


patrolled by the militia quiet has beeti 
restored here after the race war. of 
Saturday night, In which two persona 
weru killed and twenty-two wounded. 
Bayonets are In evidence on all. sides, 
and It Is hoped that further rioting 
can be prevented. 


However, there still is grave danger, 


for mutterlngs are heard among tha 
rougher elements and threats of ven- 
geance by friends and relatives of the 
victims foreshadow further outbreaks. 


There are rumors of a mob to b» 


formed at Westvllle, five miles from 
here, by miners, comrades of Adam 
Merry, who was fatally shot during 
tho attack on the Jail. The stories uo 
not say when tho attack Is Intended, 
but the soldiers have been provided 
with nail cartridges and are ready lor 
combat. 


The militiamen here consist of com- 


panies A, B. H, and I, Seventh regi- 
ment of Chicago. Much feeling has 
been shown..against the soldiers, and 
dlfllculty was experienced in procuring 
Tood for them. 


Threaten the Sheriff. 


Threats against the sheriff continue, 


but It Is not believed the local mob can 
i)e gathered together again. 


The sheriff and military officers hare 


urged all citizens to remain off the 
streets. All saloons have been ordered 
closed Indefinitely. 


.Metcalf, the negro killed and burned 


Saturday night, had lived at Evans- 
vllle for tho last two years and was a 
recent refugee from that city, where 
ho participated In the. riots of a few 
weeks ago. 


As tho repult of a conference last

nob. 


Mayor Slow to Act. 


Praise In showered on the sheriff 


who adopted the Idea of aiming the 
gun down the sldoflanRo rail so as to 
disable as many hands as possible, 
without taking life. 


Mayor Beard, who has made no 


move to investigate the lynching, Is 
coming In for severe crklzlsm for his 
plea that he was unable to recognize 
the men In the mob who faced him oa 
the city building steps. It Is charged 
that If nothing comes of the plan to 
prosecute the lynchers, political con- 
siderations will be to blame.

Jeer the Soldiers. 


Two thousand persons walked the 


Etreets Sunday behind the picket lines 
visiting the scenes * of tho various 
events In tho mob tragedy. From the 
ranks of excited citizens came Jeer? 
for tho troops, cries for tho eviction of 
the negroes from Danville and threats 
of vengeance on Sheriff Hardy Whit- 
lock, who, with his handful of depu- 
ties, prevented the 
lynchers 
from 


wreaking fury 
on five other black 


prisoners in the county Jail. 


Tho situation Is considered as ex- 


tremely grave by the authorities. H 
develops that the outbreak Saturday 
night was tho culmination of a feud 
between tho whites and blacks, the 
fires of which have been fed by suc- 
cessive outbreaks • of bloodshed and 
violence. The relations between the 
races became critical with the advent 
two weeks ago of a number of negroes 
from Evansvllle. A week ago William 
Hlley, an old man, was knocked off his 
porch and killed by a negro, "Dia- 
mond Joe" Jones. On Friday at Al- 
van, a neighboring village, James Wil- 
son, a negro, Is alleged to have at- 
tempted an assault on Mrs. Carrie 
Burgess in her own kitchen. 
Both 


blacks were In the county Jail when 
the mob formed. 


• Fiancee Arouses Ire. 


In view of the feeling aroused by 


these Incidents and,the fact that the 
negro prisoners still are in tho Jail 
It Is likely that the state troops wlli 
be kept here for several days.

Works Underground, and Does 


Much Damage to the 


Growing Fruit.| 


Growers of cucumbers 
In 
some 
parts of tho state have been troubled 
with a bug which 
attacks 
their 
plants from and 
operates 
under 
ground, disturbing only the roots of 
the cucumber plants. 
Mr. Hohcn 


adcl of this city says that as yet the 
plants at their farms have not been 
troubled, nor have the growers In 
thisl ocallty. It Is possible that the 
bugs may yet attack tho plants In 
•this neighborhood however. 


It Is too early to tell how large 


the yield will bo this year, or to as< 
certain tho net profit on the dllV 
fercnt crops. 


Past the Danger Point 
Tho yellow squash and cucumber 


bug has finished Its depredations up- 
on the leaves and stalks of 
tho 


plants and _now troubles growers no 
more. 
The evil effects of planting 


too early are also a thing of the 
past for crops planted to early have 
failed to mature. 


200 Acres 
There are about SO growers of cu 


cumbers about Janesville and 200 ac- 
res are planted In plots of from 
to 3 acres each. 
The crop will ma- 
ture within two weeks and will con 
tlntte until the middle of October or 
at least until a heavy frost thorough 
ly kills the vines. 
The picklo fac- 


tory will take only the smaller cu 
cumbers from one to three 
Inches 


long, using the little ones! as mid- 
gets and the longer ones as dills 
and sweet pickles. 


The pickle factory pays for all the 
cucumbers It uses GO cents a bushel 
and Is considered a rather good re- 
turn for an easily harvested crop. 
Pickling will cost 15 cents per bushel, 
about $1.25 per day, and will be done 
largely by children. 
Tho work Is 


like strawberry picking—yields good 
returns but Is rather hard on 
the 
backs *of the pickers.

BULLETS PIERCE HER CORPSE 


Enraged by Victim's Refusal to Con- 


fess Her Guilt, Citizens Fire Into 
Body Dangling In the Air—Posse 
Flndc Her In Hayloft. 


Shrcvcport. lj»., July 27.—News hns 


reached Shroveport that Jennie Steer, 
a negress who administered poison In 
a glass of lemonade to Lizzie Dolan, 
16-year-old daughter of John Doian, 
from the effects of which she died, 
was lynched by an Infuriated mob 
at sundown Saturday night. Tho lynch- 
ing took place on tho Beard planta- 
tion, near the spot where tho woman's 
crime was committed. 
Jennie Steer 


;wa.s stubborn to the last, denying tho 
crime. 


It la claimed tho negress fled from 


the Dolan household as soon ns she 
discovered that the crlmo was known. 
She was pursued by a posso that 
found her crouching in a hayloft. She 
refused to come out and had to bo 
dragged from the place. 
She was 


taken to tho Dolan homestead and 
Identified as tho woman who 
had 


placed the poison in tho lemonade. 


Fire Bullets Into Body. 


The mob then took her to a near- 


by tree, placed a rope around her 
neck and asked her to confess. Sho 
refused to mako any admissions and 
•was Fining up. While tho body was 
dangling In the air several 
bullets 


•were flred into it by tho enraged clt- 
dene. 


The poisoning of Miss Dolan caused 


Intense excitement in tho 
neighbor- 


hood of the crime. The victim was a. 
beautiful younj; white girl, who was 
not known to have an enemy In the 
world. 
She dl^d In terrible agony, a 


fact which accentuated the rage of tho 
mob. 


There is a growing suspicion that 


Jennie Steer was connected with the 
murder 
of Mrs. Frank 
Williams, 


whose horrible death startled tho peo- 
ple of this section several months ago. 
The negress had a forbidding aspect, 
but was a good servant, 
and Mrs. 


Matthews kept her against the pro- 
tests of her son and daughter. 


Lynch Innocent Negro. 


Savannah, Ga.. July 27.—The Lib- 


erty county mob which followed a ne- 
gro supposed to be Ed Clause, who 
assaulted Miss Susie Johnson, a young 
white woman, near Darlen Junction, 
through 
seven 
counties 
and 
then 


lynched him near Eastman, stringing 
him to a tree and riddling him with 
bulletp, though the negro protested 
his Innocence, got the wrong negro 
after all. Members of the mob were 
confident they knew Clauss and on 
returning to their homes by way of 
this city made no secret of what they 
bad done. 


Information has been received from 


Darlen Junction, where the crlmo was 
committed, that Clauss had been cap- 
tured at a small station and that offi- 
cers had gone to get him. Clauss was 
renred In the village where he Is now 
incarcerated and there can 
bo no 


doubt as to bis being tho man wanted 
for the crime, and consequently that 
an Innocent man was put to death by 
tb« mob.

NE 0,1S03. the first cavalry bat- 
tle of the war was fought near 
the IJnppuhnnnock, above Fred- 
erlcksburc. Va. About 20,000 sa- 


fcers nnd forty guns of horse artillery 
look part. The light was a surprise alt 
iround and resulted In u melee, or a 
Icrlcs of Isolated combats between regl- 
ncnts and brigades of horsemen, with 
touutless feats of personal daring and 
lerco passages at arms. 


For some days Job Stuart bad made 


bis cavalry headquarters on an eleva- 
tion beyond the river known OH fleet- 
wood lilll. Several roads crossing tho 
liver nc ISoverly'a and Kelly's fords 
lead In the direction of Fleotwood nnd 
en to Culpeper Court House. 
Stuart 


broke his bivouac on the morning of 
the Oth to march to Culpeper. and nt 
the same time two columns of Federal 
cavalry under ricasonton crossed at 
the fords to rcconnolter around Cul- 


- peper. The column crossing nt Bever- 


ly's ford was led by General Uuford. 
It fell in with the enemy soon after 
crossing nnd drove him back toward 


• Tleotwood. This lino Immediately be- 


came the battle front for Stuart nnd 
Jleorwood hill his rear. 


Buford's advance guard nt the cross- 


ing was led by "Grimes" Davis of the 
Eighth New York ca\'nlry. Davis was 
killed In a duel with Lieutenant Allen 
ef the Sixth Virginia cavalry, being 


the slope. Colonel Harrlnum dashed 
nt the line of Jerseymeii without stop- 
ping to form squadrons or platoons. 
The Virginians were quickly routed, 
and also Whyte's battalion. Hut their 
Hidden dash bad checked tho Federals. 
Throe guns of the Sixth New York but- 
tery which had followed the Jer.sey- 
inon halted nt the foot of the hill. 
AVhyte reformed two of his squadrons 
end swept around the hill upon the 
puns. 
Some cavalry, with tho guns,

It was a beautiful spring morning,

of that great stream.
